DUBLIN IS BOMBED, 
30 DEAD, 109 HURT 


Explosives Are Dropped by 
Unidentified Planes 
Early Today 


DUBLIN. May 31. — T hirty per­ 
sons were killed and between ’OO 
and 200 injured early today in this 
neutral capital wh» n unidentified 
planes dropped three bombs, 
one 
cf which blew oui a glass skylight 
n°ar the front dew of the United 
S tates legation. 
The loss of life was the greatest 
Eire had suffered in an air raid 
since the war began. U nidentified 
planes bombed Dubrin January 2 
and 3, causing three deaths 
and 
injuring 12 persona, and bom bi leu 
again May 5. but there were no 
casualties. 
U. S. M inister David G ray said 
one of the tores bombs dropped 
this m orning itll about a quarter- 
miie from the legation, but no one 
inside was hurt. 
A n ti-aircralt batteries began fir­ 
ing juM after m idnight, when the 
planes first were heard. No bomos 
j fell until about 2 a. rn. Since only 
J three fell then, police surmised th at 
, an an ti-airc raft shell m ight have 
1 snuck a plane, causing it to lose Its 
I bombs. They expressed doubt the 
I bombing was intentional. 
Two of the bombs, fell on not th- 
I side residential areas, demolishing 
I homes for a distance of about 200 
feet and burying their occupants. 
The third destroyed a num ber of 
shops about a half-m ile from toe 
center of the city.

END OF 29-DAY WAR 


Committee of Four Set Up 
In Baghdad, Taking 
Over Control 


(P y Ai«ioc!nt»d Presa) 
LONDON, May 31 -Iraq ’s 29-day, 
N ail-supported war against B ritain 
collapsed today, and tile nation's 
little arm y, deserted by Its m ilitary 
dictator, surd for an arm istice.
